Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed the pending 1 12, 1st paragraph 
new matter rejection with regards to the limitation of "at least 60 mg/ml M metal concentration. Applicant indicated that 
Example 6 of the specification discloses use of 60 mg/ml metal concentration and Example 7 discloses molybdenum in 
a concentration of 40 mg/ml, whereby the Example 7 metal (molybdenum) can be substituted with another metal from 
Example 6, to give more than 60 mg/ml metal concentration. Examiner indicated that there is no teaching or disclosure 
to combine Examples 6 and 7 to obtain greater than 60 mg/ml metal concentration. Examiner indicated that at 
present, no support has been provided for the limitation of "at least 60 mg/ml" and that Applicants have not established 
"at least 60 mg/ml" to be a critical lower limit for their invention. Examiner stated that the 112, 1st paragraph rejection 
will be maintained. Since claims 13 and 14 are objected to (as being dependent on a rejected claim), suggestions 
made were to formulate claim 13/14 as independent claims and cancel any remaining pending claims. No further 
specific agreement was reached at this time.
